F arm in g as practiced on the av er­ 
age farm does not produce finished 
products. 
L ittle effort is m ade to save 
certain pro d u cts th at are considered 
of secondary im portance, and m a rk e t­ 
ing, w ith all of its im portance, is 
shifted to o th ers who have little in­ 
te re st in the farm . 
T h ere is a division of labor in th e 
factory and hands, by reason of this 
fact, becom e skilled and highly effi­ 
cient. 
In this w ay they earn more, 
produce 
b e tte r 
articles 
and 
bring 
g re a te r profits to the m anufacturer. 
Conditions do not favor a division of 
labor on the farm , yet w here the w ork 
is highly organized a division is h ig h ­ 
ly desirable. 
More and m ore Is successful fa rm ­ 
ing 
dei>endent 
upon 
producing and 
m ark etin g finished products. Such a s 
hay, corn, w heat, oats, etc,, h ave a 
sm aller m argin of profit th an beef, 
pork, 
bacon, 
ham s, 
m utton, 
milk, 
cream , cheese, etc. 
C anned fruits, 
preserves, jellies, pickles, etc., have a 
wider m argin for profit th an p erish ­ 
able fruits and vegetables w here the 
w aste

products m ay be sold and several side 
lines engaged in to balance the in ­ 
come, distribute labor and save fer­ 
tility.— Faros and Ranch.

Men and women have been pouring 
out their vitality since this century 
began, and in the half century be­ 
fore, with such prodigality and in so 
m any ways that they have reversed 
W ordw orth’s 
famous 
dictum, 
"The 
world is too much with us.' 
Many 
of us have gone so completely out of 
ourselves that there is no one left at 
home; the doors and windows stand 
open, but the house is empty. 
The 
winds call to us, the birds sing to us, 
the stars rise and set in the inaudi­ 
ble song which they sang together at 
the beginning. 
Nature waits for us 
at the door to lead us to places of 
silence and rest; but we see nothing, 
hear nothing, for we are far from the 
house. 
We are doing a thousand things 
that are well worth the doing: we 
travel to the ends of the earth and 
set our hands to noble tasks; but we 
have answered so many calls from 
th e fields near and far that there is 
no longer for some of us any home- 
keeping. 
Our hands are so busy that 
our hearts are tired; our loins are 
always girded for journeys, our feet 
are set in so many ways of action 
th at we have no time for shrines and 
quiet vigils of the spirit. 
Many of us have 
so completely 
gone out of ourselves into a thousand 
activities that we have let the fire 
on the hearth go out, and when night 
falls and we are spent and weary 
there is no longer a house of rest for 
us; 
like 
those 
unhappy 
men 
and 
women who have overstrained their 
nerves, w*e go on with hectic, feverish 
energy long after our working power 
Is gone; we have become automatic 
and mechanical in our good works 
instead of being spontaneous, vital, 
radiating 
strength 
and 
hope. 
He 
who came to serve men and to give 
himself in life and death wholly for 
men often withdrew himself from his 
fellows and sought renewal and re­ 
freshment of spirit in lonely places. 
They who work greatly must rest 
greatly: the vision grows dim and 
fades when the task takes all the 
time and strength. 
It is significant 
th at the prophets often came sudden­ 
ly out of solitude and as suddenly re­ 
turned to it. 
Bishop Hall, who lived in a stirring 
tim e like our own, when great tides 
of action swept the world, gave some 
wise 
counsel 
for 
those 
who 
are 
tempted to live wholly outside them ­ 
selves : 


such yearly balance as ten billion 
dollars. 
The people of the United 
States collectively have fallen vastly 
short of saving eighty billion dollars 
out of their income in eight years. 
Turning to the detailed inventory of 
National wealth, the first item is real 
estate, valued at a hundred and ten 
billion dollars. 
This is just about the 
same real estate that we had in 1904. 
It has been improved since then to 
but a comparatively slight extent. 
For example the area of improved 
farm lands from 1900 to 1910 increas­ 
ed only 15 per cent; but the total 
value of farm lands increased 118 per 
cent. Just about the same real estate 
that we had in 1904 was valued in 
1912 at a far higher figure, and this 
increase in value was out of all pro­ 
portion to the increase in productivi­ 
ty. 
In good part it was a product 
of higher prices for farm output. Thus 
production of cereals from 1899 to 
1909 increased less than 2 per cent, 
but value increased nearly SO per 
cent. 
Again, 
value 
of 
urban 
real 
estate 
increased 
enormously 
from 
1904 to 1912. 
The same city lots, 
with the same improvements, were 
set down at a much higher figure. 
j 
Marking up the value of the same j 
real estate—having pretty much the J 
same actual utility in 1901— accounts j 
for a large pert of the increase in 
natural wealth from 1904 to 1912. To j 
divide that sort of wealth by the j 
num ber of inhabitants, and so get j 
an Increase for each person of $647 j 
in eight years, obviously means noth­ 
ing. 
New York—to illustrate—heads the 
list of States with total wealth of 
$25,000,000,000, but nearly $8,000,000.- 
000 of this is New York City real 
estate. 
Dividing that by the number 
of inhabitants is merely a sort of 
statistical

To the first of these stalks was 
a ttach ed a card th at bore the follow­ 
ing w ords: 
"I w as grow n by a m an 
who says th a t deep plowing does not 
do an y good. 
I grew on a ridge th at 
w as throw n up with two furrow s with 
a tu rn in g plow. No c en ter furrow was 
run. 
I 
w as 
planted 
in 
the 
hard 
grounds. 
You will see from m y roojs 
th a t th ey did not go any deeper when 
th ey struck this unbroken ridge. 
The 
n a n ran a small sw eep by m y side 
and m ade a little soft dirt into which 
I put o u t 's o m e new’ roots in order 
th a t I m ight live, but about the tim e 
I got them started good the m an cam e 
along with a tu rn in g plow and cut all 
those roots off on both side of me and 
left m e high and dry. 
I have done 
th e b est I 
could, but I have m ade no 
corn. 
My tassle w as dead w hen 
it 
first cam e out. 
T hough I w as planted 
on a very good quality of reasonably 
fresh land my com panions will not 
m a k e over eight bushels of chaff 
to 
th e acre.” 
T o the o th er stalk w as a ttach ed a 
c ard th a t bore these words: 
"I grew 
on 
deeply broken 
land and I 
w as 
planted in the w a ter furrow, which 
n e cessitated the soil to be cultivated 
dow n to my base in stead of being cul­ 
tiv a ted up to me on a ridge. 
I w as 
plow ed w hen very sm all w ith a long 
bull-tongue very close to m e and very 
d eep . 
Into these close furrow s I was 
en ab led to easily sink m y roots far 
d ow n into th e dam p soil. 
T hese roots 
w e re n e v er disturbed by deep cultiva­ 
tion, a fte r this th e m an only using 
a h a rro w twice to th e row, but these 
h arro w in g s w ere rep eated about every 
e ig h t or ten days.

I grew w ere six feet apart.

w e w ere grow n on old, poor prairie 
land, I will help m y neighbors m ake 
a t lea st th irty bushels of good corn 
to th e acre.”
